Records that 
serve a functional Operation Security purpose at Fort Huachuca such as reminding 
soldiers about OPSEC. Documents about any drafts in creating the secret squirrel logo 
at Fort Huachuca or other US Army bases. 

Your request was received by this office on September 11, 2019 and is being 
processed in accordance with Title 5 United States Code 552, The Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA).

Based on general 
fairness to the public, the FOIA establishes a queuing concept, first-in, first-out, and 
whether the case is easy or difficult to complete. This practice has been recognized by 
the courts, Open America v. Watergate Special Prosecution Force, 547 F.2d 605, 614- 
16 (D.C. Cir. 1976). We act on requests promptly, but circumstances do not always 
permit us to respond as quickly as we wish. We must ask your patience as your 
request is processed. The estimated completion date of your request is 
October 9, 2019.
